expeéted at Sophia. They add, that the Grand 
Vizier, who had been at Adrianople, was returoed 
to Conftaniinople, where it feems the Plague is en- 
tirely ceafed ; and chat the Perfian Ambafladors fiill 
continue under a fort of Arreft in their Quarters, 
where a Guard is pofted of 300 Janiffaries. 

Advices from Petersburg, dated the goth ult. 0. S. 
fay, that two Days before the Court received feveral 
Exprefles from the Generais Munich, Lacy, and the 
Governors of Kiow and Pultowa, which fay that 
609,000 Vartars had paffied the Bog, and were ad- 
vanced within 12 Hours March of the Ruffian Lines, 
but a prodigious Quantity of Snow faliing in one 
Nighr, they were obliged to rerire with Precipitation 
out of Sight.
